Jovmalistio Contortionist. 

As n contortionist and ground and lofly 
tuiublor, our local contoraporary ia ])Rer- 
loas, AVilson's "IndiarubborMan," who, 
» oouple of yeaxB^i^o, |;o amns6d tliia ooin- 
mtinity, wctsni't a'oiroamstence to it. Of 
late we liave had frfiaaoat pooaaiOQ to ad- 
vert to the exploits of the organ in tne 
rolo of Indinrubber Man to the so-called 
"People's Govornmont," or, as it is faco- 
tiously termed eaat of tho Cascades since 
tUj Asli croft Races, "Kespousiblo 0-ov- 
arumont on Horsobnok." Another has ac- 
carrod in connection with Kooteuay. In 
a leading article the contortionist Icctiiraa 
this journal for having roi)rosonted Kooto- 
nay as being in u Btntu of uniuchy, nud it 
ropresentfl Jiidgo Gray as "nd ministering 
ft iittinp; robnko to tho Colonist for its 
faotiouB rantings" when he told tho people 
tliat *'tliey siiuuld not be afraid of tu.\a- 
tiori, wliioli was a matter that depended 
ripon thcinselvea and was regulated by 
thoir own representatives, "and that "taxa- 
tion fntrly Imposed and j>rojJC>'l'/ dircr/etl 

simply meant a distribution of tlio burdou 
of public expenditure in proportion to the 
benefit conferred, to bo borne proportion- 
ately by all parties." Now, in 80 far as 
the'first oodnt in tho indictment is con- 
cerned, we would just refer tho ooutor- 
tionist to what it said, editorially, about 
Kootenay, n few daybago: 



"MEN WALKED AROUND AEMED, 
NOT KNOWINQ THE MOMENT THEY 
WOULD BE COMPELLED TO PRO 
TECT THEIR RESPECTIVE INTER- 
ESTS." 

Now, this journal never painted a picture 
darker than the aliove. It novcr paintuil 
one OS (lark. If, therefore, Kooten:iy has 
been slandered in this respect, most un- 
qwostionably the organ is tho chief shui 
dcrer. But, as might bo expected, the 
''Indiarubber Man" makuij iinolher tum- 
ble, and says: — "Although men did 'wiilk 
around not knowing tlio momeut 
they would bo compelled to protect tlieir 
respective interests,' it is very clear that 
Buch was not tho result of actual necessi- 
ty arising from a want of duo respect for 
the law, or because there was any reason 
io fear that the arm of the law "w;is not 
sufficiently potent to protect tho people in 
tlio enjoyment of their rights as citizens 
and their persons from injury." AVoll, 
that is ;7( It will bo remarked that 
the word "arnicd 'is deftly dropped in the 
above abstract. So, tlion, we nro to un- 
derstand that it was for mere amusement 
or out of sheer wantonness tiiattlio poopU> 
of Kootenuj' "walked around armed' ! As 
for the "rebuke" said to bo administered 
by tlio Judge, wo must confess our utter 
inability to discover wliero it "comes in." 
Tliis journal has not Ojiposed taxation pi'r 
se. It has simply opposed and denounced 
taxation tiu/nirli/ imjioaad and iiiiproju-rij/ 
directed, and in so doing it has the fullest 
approval and support of the great foody of 
the people in both sections of the Pro- 
vince. Nor is there a sinctilla of truth in 
the assertion that this journal lm8-"e;<ort- 
ed all the influence it could conimaml to 
foment dissatisfaction and create a preju- 
dice against tlie Government on account 
of tho collection of this road tax, particu- 
larly iu the mainland districts." It has 
rather been the mouthpiece of the people 
in denouncing the conduct of tho Gov- 
ernment for changing a jiormissivf^ lax 
Aofcinto'au absolute one and siuMonly ap- 
plying it under comlitions which render 
it most ine<initid)lo, opjiresHivo and hurt- 
ful. Tiio "ludiarubber ^lan" defends the 
tax because heis well paid out of the people's 
wioney by his ''keepers^' for so doing. It re- 
iiaeiuB to be seen which will win — tho 
People, or tho mountebanks by wlinin 
they aro-being plundered ; and tiio day is 
not far distant wliich will decide it. I'or 
our part. we bet on the i'eoplo. 

£lective Judiciary- 

BiimsH Justice is something to bo 
proud vf — not that it is absolutely per- 
fect,' ' for, although generally paintol 
blind, it must be admitted tbat it baa bci<ii 
known to ieep'onr.eye open; but by 
eomparrison with that blinking, blear-eyed 
thing ycleped justice to bo found in tho 
Courts of the Great Republic. As one 
of our own poets hath expressed it,

A disf'iple of Darwin has recently denned

At length the oyca of our 
neighbours appear to be opening to a

Even tho nltrii- 
llepuldicaiiJI/''i/«(//'' liaslicen brouj^litto iic 
liuuwledge that the elective principli^ may 
be pushed too far. In the most iiiircser- 
"vod hniguago it declares that nil tlu! mis- 
cnn'iagoB of justice, false ruling.?, tricky 
judicial deoisiqi^s/and the like disorders 
which have attended tho administration 
of justice, esp(!cially in the Slate of Ncisv 
York', iiro "tlie iiiovitable I'.-fult of hciid- 
irig judges into Party caucus to intrigue 
for their own elections." Nor does this 
groat organ of liejnililicanism employ 
mincing words in describing tho judiciary 
of tho principal State. "Eor tho most 
comploto typo of tho low-bred, , low-tou- 
od, unlearned and unhonourod judge, we 
must look at tho oloetivo jiuliciury of 
Now York." It will bo admitted "that 
this is a condition of ufTairs not to bo tol- 
erated, one would think, by a groat and 
ires people. But aru thoy free? Tlio 
eamo hand which painted the above dark 
picture makes thedisohartor-ingalnii s o.i 
that tho political managers on liotli sides 
aro averse to a change "wliich would di- 
minish tho spoils of otlico ami rola>; tho 
hold thoy havo upon a corhiiu cLisi of 
thoir tools and followers." Tho condi- 
tion of things porlrayed by the chief 
journal of tho United Btatea is, indood, 
one which may well startle tho nation 
Hiid bring good and patriotic rnon to tho 
front to grippi ) with au evil whioh has 
littaiued ».ucb ujarniing proi>orlion8— laid

On Sundav evening botweonG}^ and 7 
o'clock, a3 TbomaiB", aged- 15 years, aon of 
Mr. W. G. S- Saolor of James Bay, was

bark Oliarlotto Clirk.bis foot slipped and 
lie fell into tho water botwooii tho Hhip 
and the wharf.

ed bis arm down into tlio water. Ho suc- 
ceeded in roBcning yonngSeeloy and car- 
ried him onboard tho shii),whcro the usual 
romodies wero resorted to und ho threw 
up a great deal of wutor, mixod with 
blood. In a fow mimito.s ho rucovorod 
■ Buflieiently.to attempt to walk homeward, 
and accompanied by the lad before refer- 
red to, ho started off. On the walk up 
town ho complained of weakness, and 
when opposilu yh: liodferu's storo on 
Government street bo fell down and was 
carried homo. Ho was put to bod and 
racoivod every attention from his parents 
and friends; bnt died at 9)-^ o'clock tlio 
same gaveuing. Judge Pemberton hold 
an inquest yesterday over the body: 

The following jurors wore impan- 
iiolod: W. McNilVe, H. T. Mann, H. 
Mansoll, Joo Lovett, W. G. Bowman and 
l'\ G. Kichards. 

C. E. Clark, second mnto of tho Char- 
lotto Clark, deposed that he was called by 
the boy, who told him young Soeloy was 
overboard ; witness ran and got over the 
Kido and lay down on the foro and aft fen- 
ders; in a few moments hoard a bubbling 
iioiso in tiie waiur, piit liis arm down and 
caught tho boy by his hair and with the 
aid of tho carpenter nnlledhim out of the 
Water; he vomited a little water, was per- 

- feotly sensible, andjsoon. afterwards went 
' nsliore. ■■VV'itnoss"'belibvea that deceased 

must have struck tho foro and aft tender 
in his fall, and that when ho got under 
water bo was held down by a spike or 
fiplintor of the pile; he was in the water 
about ly^ minutes. 

Thos Barker testified that ho was leav- 
ing the ship to go to church in company 
with deceased, when deceased fell back- 
ward into tho water. When ho was got 
out blood and wator ran out of his month, 
lie walked half-way home "with witnes.s, 
but ho w.is stnmblin!,' a good dool: a 
gontleman finally pnthiin on his back and 
took him homo. Tboro was no gang- 
plank from tli^ vessel to the wharf. The 
Bhip was much lower than the whi^rf and 
tho distancu « «a greatorinon a man could 
stop; in walking home he moaned but 
didn't speak. 

W.. 0. S. Seoley, father of docoasod, 
testified that he was brought liome about 
■7 o'clock ([uite insensible; he was pale 
and "cold as ice; gavo him some brandy; 
rnbbod his foot and hands with brandy, 
roUisd him in blankets and put bottles of 
hot water to his feet; he died at d'A 
o'clock: he was nearly 15 years of age. 

Hon. Dr. Helmokcn. sworn— M as call- 
ed to s(^e tho boy at '.)', ^ o'elock ou Sun- 
day night; bo died as witue-.s entered the 
" *0"Ot«i~. • • Believe that ho .struck himself as 
he'fell and died from the cftects.

000. Among tho tiucslions hn- tho eon 
sideratiou of tho Committee was that of 
making arrangements lor the jjrojeoted 
mission to Japan. Tho Pxev. George 
Cochrane and tho Kev. Dr, McDonald 
are now fully nt work in that distant 
field. The special gift received for this 
foreign mission exceeds $5,000, being 
j?l,0Ul) in e.Kcess of iho sums already es.- 
pondod on this object.

but, owing to tlio snow storins which were 
holding a revol high up in the mountaiim, 
wo lost tho view of tho gorgeous scenery 
which lay far above us. Now and again, 
only^did wo cateh a glimpse of some 
rugged peak towering upwards to tho 
height of ftnir or live thousand feet above 
tho oye. Wo camped about fourteen 
miles iibovo tho rai)id; tho current was 
strong all day, but tlio l)ed of tho river 
was smooth, and had little fall.
